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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on October 20, 2003 has been entered and overcomes 
the rejection of claims 1,2,5,7,9-11 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Applicant's arguments filed October 20, 2003 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the application has been withdrawn. No any prior art 
disclosing applicant's Invention has been found and therefore the application is in 
condition for allowance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,2,5,7,9-1 1,14-21 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach 
or suggest the low pressure mercury vapor discharge lamp with the combination of the 
limitations as set forth In claims 1 and 1 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation of 
auxiliary amalgam provided on a carrier, supported by a body formed of electrically 
insulating material and the planar auxiliary amalgam extending in two mutually 
orthogonal directions, transverse to the longitudinal axis of the lamp, thus resulting in a 
short run-up time. 

Claims 2,5,7,9,10 and 14 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

The reason for allowing claims 15-21 has already been cited in the previous 
office action.
